The World, with a circulation of 160.000. 
was the second largest daily newspaper in 
South Africa, and it was perceived by most 
as a voice of m oderation am id South 
Africa's racial radicals 
But because the 
government did not like what it printed, the 
newspaper is dead 
The governm ent did not stop there 
Donald Woods, one of the country's leading 
white editors, was seized as he prepared to 
fly to New York for a speaking engagement. 
The eloquent critic of ap arth eid was 
“ banned" for five years — restricted to his 
home, unable to meet with m ore than one 
person at a tim e or to publish or write 
anything. 
Scores of black and white leaders were 
detained, arrested or banned without trial 
Twenty religious and political groups, in­ 
cluding one which ran a num ber of medical 
clinics and another which supported up­ 
grading of black education, w ere proscrib­ 
ed.

T h e S h eriff s D e p a rtm e n t a n ­ 
nounced Friday they have reason to 
believe someone is pulling the “ old 
asphalt racket' fraud in Williamson 
County.

AND IN TH A T Y E A R 'S general election, Hobby 
received 1,121,567 of the 1,580,048 votes cast — easily 
swamping his Republican opponent (who was, for the 
record, Gaylord Marshall). 
History indicates that once a lieutenant governor is 
elected, he acquires a limpet-like grip on that position. 


In this century, an incumbent lieutenant governor 
has failed to win re-election only once — back in 1920, 
when Lynch Davidson defeated VV. A. Johnson in the 
primary and in a run-off. 
That s a better record than for incumbent governors 
and its not necessary to go back to 1920 to find 
examples of that.

All this points to the advantage which Hobby has as 
an incumbent lieutenant governor.

Spirit — a hard-to-build. easy-to-lose intangible which is so 
important to a winning athletic program. 
Does Georgetown have spirit'’ The answer to that question 
is hard to determine for sure, but I d venture to say yes — 
with some reservations. 
When I came to Georgetown three months ago and began 
dealing with the citizens of the city and the coaches and 
students at GHS, I was impressed by the spirit shown as foot 
ball season neared. 
The Eagles were coming off a year in which they were 5-5, 
but won their last four games, and almost every “expert’’ 
around the Central Texas area was picking Georgetown as a 
contender in the District 12AAA race along with Belton and 
Taylor. 
When Coach Les Johnson's team opened with four straight 
victories over some rugged opponents (Copperas Cove 31-13. 
Llano 17-15, Leander 49-0 and bitter rival Taylor 14-7), spirits 
really soared. The town was in a frenzy over the Eagles prior 
to the big showdown game with undefeated Belton for the 
district lead. 
IT WAS HOMECOMING, all the exes were back in town to 
watch the Eagles battle “ Big Red.” and a large crowd turn­ 
ed out for a rousing pep rally at the annual bonfire the night 
before the game. 
Then something happened. Belton took advantage of ten 
Eagle turnovers and soundly whipped Georgetown. 35-10. It 
was a crushing loss for the Eagles, breaking an eight-game 
winning streak and virtually ending their dreams of a dis­ 
trict championship although half the season remained to be 
played 
The following week the Eagles went to Lockhart, and even 
though they won 28-13 in a game which will be remembered 
for some very questionable officiating, they did not play 
well And the number of fans who followed the team was con­ 
siderably down from the number which had journeyed to 
Llano and Taylor earlier in the year. 
I thought at the time it might have just been the distance to 
Lockhart which knocked down the number of followers, but 
now I’m not so sure. 
Last week the Eagles met ancient rival Round Rock at 
Eagle Field and again the crowd number was down, although 
this could well have been due to the weather — it rained 
throughout the game. 
BI T A NOTICEABLE lack of spirit was already seen dur­ 
ing the week, not only in town but at GHS. Nobody seemed to 
be interested in following the team any longer since the 
Eagles apparently were out of serious contention for the dis­ 
trict championship. 
I think this carried over to the team, for the Eagles did not 
play with any inspiration against Round Rock and suffered a 
humiliating 20-0 defeat to a team they should have beaten 
It would be hard to say the Eagles should have beaten 
Belton, because ‘ Big Red” is probably one of the best teams 
in the state in Class AAA. I certainly don’t think Belton is 25 
points better than Georgetown, but if the two teams played 
again, I feel that Belton would win. 
I don’t feel the same about Round Rock Even though the 
Eagles lost by 20 points to the Dragons, you’ll never convince 
me the best team won the game. Had the Eagles been play­ 
ing with the same kind of spirit and determination that they 
displayed early in the season, it would have been an entirely 
different outcome. 
SOME WRITERS IN the pressbox at the Eagles-Dragons 
game expressed the thought that Round Rock would beat 
both Taylor and Belton and win the 12AAA championship. I 
say “ No way.” Possibly the Dragons can beat Taylor, 
although I would put my money on the Ducks, but Belton will 
probably beat Round Rock bv 20 points or more. The Tigers 
are that much better. 
But, back to the subject I started writing about at the start 
of this column — spirit. 
I’m hoping the students at GHS and the people of 
Georgetown don't give up on the Eagles in their last few 
games of the season just because they’ve lost a couple of 
times. Now is when they need the support of their followers 
more than ever before. Now is when, like Coach Johnson said 
earlier this week, “ The Eagles have got to come back and es­ 
tablish a winning tradition. These last three games could be 
the most important ones ever for the Georgetown Eagles’ 
football program.’’ 
IN ORDER FOR the Eagles to snap back and finish with a 
winning streak, they need the backing of all those people who 
were screaming their praises a month ago. This column was 
written, due to the Friday afternoon press deadline for the 
Sunday SUN, prior to the game Friday night at Westlake, so 
I don’t know what kind of following the Eagles were going to 
have for that game. 
But I’m hoping the stands are full Friday night at Eagle 
Field when the Del Valle Cardinals come to Georgetown for 
the Eagles’ final home game of the season This Eagle team, 
which Coach Johnson has called on several occasions, “ the 
most dedicated and hardest-working bunch of players I ve 
ever had,” has worked long and hard all season to have a 
winning football team. 
They deserve the support of their fans, win or lose. And 
only when the students of GHS and the people of Georgetown 
back the Eagles, win or lose, will there be a winning tradi­ 
tion established here

Lake so many other stars 
of television who have sur­ 
vived the ordeal of a 
series, Patrick McGoohan 
had no particular craving 
to return to the routine. 
Two such experiences — 
•Secret Agent' and "The 
Prisoner' - were enough. 
But here he is, back 
starring in a weekly show. 
'Rafferty' airs on CBS-TV, 
Monday nights from 10-11. 
As crusty Dr. Rafferty, 
McGoohan plays a general 
practitioner who served 23 
years in the Army before 
returning to civilian life to 
fight

and its bureacracy. 
If this doesn’t stop the 
general public from think­ 
ing of Patrick McGoohan 
only as a secret agent, 
what will? 
T m saddled with that 
unage,' he bemoans 'As a

There are no car chases, 
and I don’t have to be a 
heavy. I’m tired of those 


roles I’ve played my last 
heavy.* 
In 'Rafferty' he plays a 
growling, rebellious doctor 
who makes house calls just 
as quickly as he will do 
emergency 
surgery. 
He 
proves equally skillful at 
diagnosing rare diseases 
and keeping patients from 
undergoing 
unnecessary 
surgery at the hands of 
scalpel-happy 
.surgeons 
After the first three epi­ 
sodes, you get the impres­ 
sion he can do anything 
from heart transplants to 
treating the common cold 
effectively. 
McGoohan’s background 
is unusual, and full of sur­ 
prises He was bom in this 
country - on Long Island. 
Although his father and

had

here from Ireland, they

Six months after Patrick’s 
birth the family returned 
to I r e l a n d 
Y o u n g 
McGoohan grew up on a 
farm in County Leitrim.

When Ken Norton and 
Jim m y Young meet on Sat­

ship elimination beat, they 
will be engaging in a sport 
which dates back to anti­ 
quity, but which has met 
with a measure of civiliza­ 
tion only in modern times. 
Boxing’s 
first 
sports 
writer was Homer, who 
described a bout between 
Epeius and Euryalis in the 
Iliad. The fight was won by 
Epeius by a decision: the 
crowd felt Euryalis had 
had enough, and led him 
off even though he was 
willing to continue. 
Boxing became an Olym ­ 
pic sport in 880 B.C., and 
victorious fighters, along 
with the winners of the 
other 
O lym pic 
events, 
were honored 
for their 
prowess. 


A combination of wres­ 
tling and boxing, the pan­ 
cratium was the roughest 
of the Olympic events. It 
was an almost-anything- 
goes type of contest, in 
which the fighters kicked, 
boxed with the open hand, 
pulled 
h air, 
strangled 
opponents, 
d islo cated 
joints, and broke bones. 
The only rules were: no 
hitting with fists, no biting, 
and no hitting below the 
belt - rn a figurative sense, 
since the fighters wore 
nothing on their hands, and 
nothing on their bodies but 
a coating of oil and dust 
Also, it was considered bad 
form to kill your opponent: 
fighters 
who 
did 
were 
disqualified, and the laurel 
w reath 
w as 
aw ard ed 
posthumously to the loser 


The Romans took over 
the Greeks, and took over 
boxing as well, but did 
nothing to add to the hu­ 
manity of the game. Quite 
the opposite: for their gla­ 
diatorial 
contests, 
the 
fighters wore a cestus, con­ 
sisting of thongs 
which 
bound the hand and wrist, 
and 
w hich 
co n tain ed 
pointed metal studs. The 
Romans can be credited 
with inventing the first 
brass knuckles. 
The Marquis of Queens- 
berry rule, set down in 
1866, 
revolutionized 
the 
sport. There was to be only 
water in the bottle-holder’s 
bottle. There was to be no 
butting, no gouging, no 
tearing of flesh with the 
fingernails, no biting, no 
hitting 
one’s 
opponent 
while on one’s knees, no 
wrestling. Most important­ 
ly, rounds were to be three 
minutes long with a minute 
rest in between, and the 
fighters 
were 
to 
wear 
gloves. 
These are the rules un­ 
der 
which 
Norton 
and 
Young w ill fight. Both have 
fought 
Muhammad 
A li, 
and each lost to Ali in a 
fifteen-round 
decision. 
Norton's career record is 
39 wins, 4 losses; Young’s 
is 21 
wins, 5 losses, 2 
draws. Both are consid­ 
ered strong contenders for 
All s title, and a shot at 
that title is within reach of 
one of them Whether it is 
to be Norton or Young who 
fights Ali w ill be decided

House votes to increase taxes 


to keep social Security solvent

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House voted Thursday 
to increase Social Security taxes for 104 million 
Americans as part of a plan to keep the huge national 
pension system from going broke 
The biggest new burden would fall on upper-in­ 
come workers, some of whom would find their Social 
Security taxes more than tripled in IO years. But taxes 
would go up for lower-paid workers, as well 
Older Americans got a break at the last minute 
when House members voted for an amendment phas­ 
ing out the current income limit on recipients 
Younger workers would find the Social Security tax 
bite increasing steadily over the next several years 
The maximum tax. now $965 a year for a worker 
earning S16.500 or more would go to $3,025 in a dec­ 
ade This maximum tax in 1987 would apply only to 
those earnihg more than 542,600. 


THE BILL WAS passed ITS to 146 and sent to the 
Senate, which already is considering similar legisla­ 
tion 
Rep Al Ullman. DOre, chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, which fashioned the bill, 
called the legislation 
a vital concern to virtually 
every American 
“ Practically every American is either a benefici­ 
ary under the Social Security system a contributor 
building protection which will provide future bene­ 
fits, or a dependent of a contributor,'* he said 
The large tax increases were made necessary by 
deficits in the Social Security fund in recent years 


Without the new funding, the system stands to go 
broke in a few years, experts say 
Before passing the bill, the House voted 269-149 for 
an amendment that added to the high tax increases 
recommended by the committee

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No penalty on early payment 


City Secretary Wink Walden would like to 
get one thing clear: people who pay their 
city utility bills on time (before the loth of 
the month) do not have to pay any penalty. 


F or some reason, we had several people 
who sent in the amount on the bottom line of 
their bill, which is the amount they have to 
pay if they are late with their payment," he 
said. "Bu t the bill very clearly shows that if 
they pay before the loth they do not pay the 
penalty amount." 


A sample bill which accompanies this 
story shows a total of $15.66 (on the shaded 
line) which would be the charge if paid on or

Said my 85-year-old granny while sitting 
on the 107th floor of the World Trade 
Center, supping on Ie grande cuisine while 
watching the lights of Manhattan twinkle as 
twilight turned dark 
" I never had any 
desire to visit New York. but now that I ve 
been here. I think I ’ll come back “ 
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
